Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 



3. Claims 1 , 2, 7-9 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Thompson (6,580,947). 
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Fig. 5 discloses an input disabling MEMS 214 and a latch logic block 190 as recited in 
claims 1 , 2 and 7 and performing the methods of claims 8, 9 and 14. 

4. Claims 1, 2, 7-9 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Pedrazzini et al. (US2004/01 34281). 

Fig. 1 discloses an input disabling MEMS 32 and a latch logic block 34/36 as recited in 
claims 1, 2 and 7 and performing the methods of claims 8, 9 and 14. 

Conclusion 

5. Claims 3-6 and 10-13 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but may be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. Claims 15-20 appear to be 
allowable over the Prior Art of record.
